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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because black boxes 23 and 24 in Figure 3 should 
be labeled in accordance with their function. Corrected drawing sheets are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing 
figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement 
sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and 
appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings 
for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1,4-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Lohn in view of Ng et al. Lohn teaches the claimed subject matter except for showing 
remote access and control in addition to manual activation of the dental hand piece. Ng 
et al are applied for teaching that it is conventional to have both remote and manual 
control in a heating device and use of the same gives the benefit of a more versatile 
device. In view of this teaching it would have been obvious to modify the Lohn system 
to have remote access in addition to manual access through switches 16,17, since the 
benefit of amore accessible and versatile device would be attained. As per claim 6 note 
that Lohn teaches valves for the media supply. As per claims 7-12 Lohn does teach 
illumination means on the dental hand piece and use of specific circuit means such as 
shut-off light delay and control signal block to effect the control are obvious choices that 
one of ordinary skill in heating control would find routine. As per claim 16 note that the 
heating device can be deactivated at anytime with the switches. 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lohn in 
view of Ng et al as applied to claims 1 and 4-17 above, and further in view of Schindler 
in view of Schindler teaching that parallel switches is conventional in heating control, it 
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would have been obvious to modify Lohn further to include the same to more effectively 
switch the heater on and off. 

Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lohn in 
view of Ng et al, as modified above, taken further with Juodikis. Lohn as modified 
teaches the claimed subject matter except for showing use of optical switching to effect 
the heater energization. Such use is conventional as evidenced by Juodikis, and in view 
of this teaching it would have been obvious to modify Lohn further to include the same, 
to provide the benefit of electrical isolation in the control circuit. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. West is cited for disclosing a heating control circuit.
